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EPAIR SERVICE WILL 
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Homework Hints 


“It is not the pupils who make the 
“homework problem” but parents!" a 
teacher said recently. 

“An antagonistic attitude to all 
homework on the part of mother or 
dad, is very quickly reflected in the 
ohild’s work. Children, in the matter 
of homework, and other things too, 
certainly “take their home to school 
with them!” 


HOMEWORK HINTS 
' Another teacher who was listening 
said quietly, 

“Some parents are honestly doubt- 
ful of the value of homework-——-but 
since some of it is necessary for the 
older scholars, it might as well be 
done willingly and well.” 

At this point a mother 
her views, 

“The catch is getting Junior to do 
do it hjmself! He comes from school 
with envious reports of the praise 
Phillip gets from the teacher for his 
neat, correct answers to all the home- 
work questions—and Junior says 
Phillip’s dad does his homework for 
hi... and that little Blank 
girl’s mother always works out her 
arithmetic problems for her! Good- 
ness knows, I have enough to do with- 
out taking on a public school evening 
course! Toatheby should see to it that 
it is the scliolars own work and then 
the parents won't be nagged by their 
children for “just a little help with 
my homework.” 

“Perhaps some teachers are poor 
detectives,” another mother said with 
a little laugh. 

“But 1 do think a teacher 
make a guess at how long it would 
take an average pupil to do one even- 
ing’s homework, and keep the amount 
assigned within a reasonable limit. 
Many pupils take music lessons or 
have other valuable hobbies. They 
should do a few home chores—and 
they do need a little time to play— 
they should be in the fresh air after 
being indoors so many hours on a 
school day.” 

How often the pros and cons of 
homework have been discussed! There 
is something to be said for the con- 
victions of both teachers and parents 
in this conversation—and doing of 
homework unfortunately, is a most 
contentious subject. It is a battle 
ground in far too many homes. What 
are some practical useful suggestions 
to parents on homework hints? 

It your child has homework which 
his teacher has given to his class, 
don’t make it harder for him by pour- 
ing scorn on homework, criticising 
the teacher, or by being too anxious 
for a perfect record from your child 
in his school marks. 

Accept homework as a job to be 
done, regularly without fuss. This 
piece of work, if well done’ by the 
pupil “on his own”, will help him in 
habits of concentration and self-dis- 
cipline. It will also add to his know- 
ledge and grasp of his school work. 

Provide a place for your child to 
study—if possible a table and chair in 
a room by himself. See that he is 
comfortable and that the lighting is 
good, The family living room often 
has a radio on as well as other inter- 
esting interruptions. Neither does the 
kitchen table, if people are coming in 
and out, provide the quiet atmosphere 
for academic work, 

Help your child to budget his hours 
out of schoo) wisely, Have a set time 
when he agrees to begin homework 
each evening. A definite other sub- 
stitue time between four o'clock and 
supper is necessary on the special 
occasions when this evening sc hedule 
is broken in to. 

Many boarding school students have 
“study hours” begun and ended by a 
bell. This is an easy way to remind 
a youngster that homework time has 
come. Boarding schools also usually 
provide a simple “snac k” at bed time 
of crackers and cheese or some other 
light refreshment. This is a jolly ses- 
sion! Mother or dad should take a few 
minutes to be sociable with a boy or 
girl at home at ‘snack time” after 
homework is done, just before “sleep 
time.” 

Have a casual attitude to your 
child’s homework. Remind him it is 
his job, not yours. (You have your 
own evening tasks to see to.) Be very 
sparing in your assistance. School 
subjects are taught so very differ ently 
now from what they were when par- 
ents were young, that chances are 
your help will only confuse your 
youngster as well as make him a 
“leaner”!

Flax In Short Supply 


_, Leading agricultural authorities 
believe that flax should be given a 
place in seeding plans for the new 
season, This was indicated in the 
discussions that took place at the 
recent Canadian Barley and Oil Seeds 
Conference held in Winnipeg. This 
meeting attended by plant scientists, 
marketing authorities and Industrial 
users approved a_ resolution recom- 
mending the planting of 750,000 to 
1,000,000 acres of flax on the Prairies 
this year. Last year the flax acreage 
was reduced to 300,000 acres, 

The Con‘erence considered the de 
pletion of the flax surplus in. the 
hands of the Wheat Board and the 
small supplies on farms and in 
country elevators, and came to the 
conclusion that a much larger 
would be necessary this year to pro- 
vide domestic requirements and re- 
serves. Otherwise it might be neces 
sary to import flaxseed or linseed 
oil. 

It was brought out at the 
Conference that a much larger mar- 
ket for flax straw likely to de- 
velope as this commodity was needed 
in the production of fine This 
would result in additional revenue 
for the flax grower.
